The transmission of this na^erlal 
has, reached the attention of other offlcl&le in the office who 
have stated that It is irregular and oust be disc out limed, 
thider the clrounstances f* have to return to you the stockings, 
aagaslne, and lettor whtsh Andor wished to send and to ask you 
not to t ran salt to me any further letters for people In Hungary 
through Mr. Merrill. Mr. Merrill states that regular nail 
coaaunlcatlon with Hungary should he open sometime toward the 
end of thia month. 
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
